The coruer-stone of l-ho new au- 
ditorium and dormitory building q^ 
the North Carolinia Institution for 
the Deaf, Dumb and HIiiid was laid 
yesterday afternoon bv the (irand 
Lodge of Odd Fellows." 

The exercises took place at five 
o'clock and were witnesssed by a 
large number of people, including 
delegates of the tirand Lodge, 
faculty and students of the Institu- 
tion, and citizens of ]\:ilei>:h oener- 
ally. 

Mr. W. ,1. Peele, at ilie request 
(d Governor Russell, who had lieen 
invited to speak, delivered the 
oration. Il was an admirable study 
of legislation in North (Carolina for 
the deaf, dumb and blind, and 
showed what the State had been 
dtntiy forthis unfortunate class of 
its citizens. 

Among other thing, Mr. Peele 
said, in the couise of his remarks: 

In 10+4, Cromwell and his iion- 
sides won their famous victory over 
knigcraft — that is to say, over the 
doctrine that kings have a divine 
right to rule other men. . The fruits 
of that victory we enjoy to-day, 
ihdiigli w»' iu>ed many others lo 
eonsummale it. 

Hut this victory had been won in 
the hearts and consciences of men 
l)eforo it was made efft^ctual by the 
sword. It. was won by the pen. 
.\nd in whose hand was that {)en 
wielded "mightier than the 
sword?" It was the hand «)f a 
greater champion of liberty than 
Thomas .JefTerson — it was the hand 
of one who sewetJ seed which 
sprung up at once into Cromwell's 
levidulion, ami, in ihe next 
century, into tho .still more glorious 
Revolution of the Mecklenburg 
patriots of Henry, of Washington, 
of .Jelfcr.son, of Macon. It was the 
hand of the blind poet, patriot, 
s(diolar, statesman, philosopher, 
.lohn Milton. 

Was it in compliment to Milton, 
and the victory which illustrated 
tho powers of his immortal pen, 
that, in the year 1844, the second 
ciMitennial anniversary of that vic- 
tory, that Ihe Icijislalure of Niu-th 
Carolina chose to illustral(> the 
blessings of liberty then secured and 
the l)rotherhood and e<iii;ility <if 
mankind by beginning in the estab- 
lishment in this State of this in- 
stitution ? 

" Let it bo remembertMl also that 
this is essentiallv and alwjiys an 
educational institution. It, was so 
ntvmed f rom th(> be<jinning. The 
original ads of 1844 and 184C, 
provided for the education and 
maintenance of the blind, the main- 
tenance being such as was incidental 
and necessary to the completion of 
their educ^ation." 

A patriot cannot con tern plate a 
work like this without some heart- 
throbs of pride. The circumstances 
are that in these times, when all 
debts and taxes arc payable in the 
limited currency of international 
exchange — wh«>n the people, not in 
oflice, and not enjoying fixed sala- 
ries, and not protected by legis 
lative advantage, are struggling 
with adversity at home, they still 
have the faith, the courage, and 
the love of humanity, to vote their 
substance for the suj)port, main- 
lenance, and enlargement of this 
institution. Who can measure the 
selfsaeritice, and the fecundity of 
resonrceof .Vnglo-Saxon p.-itriotism. 
With an hundred siudi institutions 
as this in the Hritish empirt>, and 
even a greater number in America, 
suppoi ted by {wvt riotism, and a most 
enlightenod public policy, incn^as- 
ing all the whole in numlHM's, use- 
fulnessand oftlcieney, whocan mea- 
sure the good already accomplished 
and rea*«onably certain in the fu- 
ture? 

There ate no such institutions in 
lurkey — the sick maji dot^s not 
minister to the blind; his blind, 
unedueate<l an<l unearetl for, still 
tight theii short tind unsuccessful 
battles with the stern nature and 
.still sterner m:*n, u(»on every high- 
way, ami in the 8tr«M»ls of <»very 
city in his fast declining empiric. 
The Chinese (government cannot 
give much help to the blintl. be- 
caus»> it cannot help it.self. The 
Flowery Kingdom blooms a garden 
and a grave. The eagles of war 
are alr<>ady gathering together for 
its conquest and partition. The 
Anglo-Saxon i.s cutting down the 



old unfruitful nations of the earth 
or cumberers of the gtoiind, and 
hard on his footsteps I lie Christian 
religion is sowing peace and 
charity and enligl.t >iiment in its 
world-wide way. The Christian's 
faith, ho|>e, and love, is the fo.ster- 
ing mother of all asylums and of all 
institutions for the amelioration 
and education of mankind worthy 
of a name. 

I cannot conclude without a word 
to the blind them.selves. Yon are 
.soinefimes called unfortunate. No 
one is unfortunate who uses the cir- 
cumstances of his life to JMiild a 
srood characler. You are cut oft 
from some ot the em[doyments 
which others can utilize. Hut you 
can build eh:iraeter, you can obtain 
the best culture, and" the influences 
of these in any family or c<mimunily 
cannot be overesiimated. Hut yoii 
are not cut oft from all the common 
employments of your fellows. You 
are Ihe pioneers in industrial edu- 
eation in this State, and theie are 
a few fields in which you hold al- 
most an even chance for success 
with f.he .seeing. 

At tho conclusion of .Mr. Peele's 
wniarka, which were listeneil to at- 
tentively and often applauded. 

Mr. (tco, L. Toiinoffski, a <Mrec- 
tor of the institution, introducid 
.Mr. .Mfred S. Pinkerton, of Hoston. 
Deputy Grand Sire of tho Indepen- 
dent OiHler of Odd^Tellows. Mr 
Pinkerion is a man of line personali- 
ty and a most eloquent speaker. 

He spoke of ihe greatness of the 
work the Odd Fellows are doing in 
the world in the way ot charity, and 
he tlK^ught it therefore eminentlv 
fitting- that they should deiiicate 
this luiilding, .symholizinir, as it 
does, the care that a Christain 
government takes of its Irlind and 
<leaf children. 

" I last week heard it said by 
a pi-eacher in a Hoston pulpit that 
civilization had failed and the world 
is going backwarti. I want to say 
as an humble private in the pews, 
that 1 don't believe it. At no time 
in the history of the world has hu- 
manity been so close to one another, 
or the private citizen so close to his 
government. Civilization has not 
failed. Such instituti(m.s as this, 
dotting every hiliside all over the 
land, and .symbolizing the care the 
governnu'nt is taking of its less 
fortunate citzens, sufficiently dis- 
prove tlu> assertion. They are 
monuments to American civilization 
and to American institutions." 

Here the speaker told of the 
wonderful progress that had been 
made in teaching the l)lind and the 
dea(^vnd said in it was being ful- 
filled the true mi.ssion of hnmanity 
and its civilization — teaching those 
to hear that hear not, and giving 
eyes to tho.se that have not seen. 

" I am glad to be liere to-day as 
an humble worker in this world-de- 
velopment, to rejoice with you and 
say (lod bless you in the tiays to 
come, and to greet and thank you 
for the welcome you . have given 
me." 

It was a short speech, but ap- 
l)ropriafe and lo the point — a per- 
fect little gem, delivered without 
manuscript or ni>tes. It won from 
the audience heartiest applause 
and warmest congratulation. 

The ceremony of laying the cor- 
nerstone came just befon> these ora- 
tions, and consisted of a formal 
tender of the building to the (^rand 
Miuster by Mr. Tonnoflfski, ami a 
request that he lay the foundation 
stone with appropriate ceremonies. 

T(Tthis the (Tiand Master replied, 
complying with the request and 
holding that the building with would 
aristf might bo completed with sat- 
isfaction to the owneis and profit to 
the workmen. 

Tho box containing valuables to 
be deposited in the stone was then 
delivered to the Grand Treasurer, 
who phu'cd the articles in tho box 
and desposited it in the stone. 

These consisted, arnon^ other 
things, of reports of the officers of 
the institution, constitution and by- 
laws and forms of the I. O. O. F. 
.•ind proceedingsof the Grand Lodge 
for 1897. On .the lid of the box 
were the names of the officers of the 
(irand Lodge, Governor of the State 
and President of the rnittxl States. 

This done, the Grand Master, in 
the name of the Sovereign Grand 
lAwlge I. O O. F., pivnounced tho 
first stone of the building to be laid 
in rt>gu1:ir form mid nrder.

The quietest and by far the most 
peculiar game every j)la.yed on the 
iamousgiidironof the United Stales 
Naval Academy at Aiinaiiolis, was 
won by Ensign Worth Hagle.y when 
the watch pointed to two minutes 
to the end of the la.st half of the 
game. The ensign, whose young 
life was taken so suddenly by the 
masked battery at Cardenas, and 
whose death with iirms clasped 
around the flagjioh* of the Wins- 
low, was so glorious, kicked a uoal 
ill this historic game which is still 
remembered at Annapolis. 

Paul D. Hubbard, son of P. L. 
Hubbard, of Denvi'r, knew Hagle.y 
well. Young Hubbard is a ileaf- 
inute and a |)ortion of his education 
was ac<iuired at thecelebnileil deaf- 
mute college, (Tallaudet, at Wash- 
ington, D. 0. Heiug an on- 
Ihusiiistic football jilaycr, he was 
elected (!»ptain of the Gallaudet 
team which knew Annapolis and 
the Middies of old. They had met 
off and on for some twenty years, 
Itiit this game was destined to be 
the most terrible and notable in the 
series. 

In November, 18fl4, the Saturday 
before Thanksgiving day, wiien the 
annual struggle between the navy 
and the army would take place, 
(iailaudet's eleven and Mubslitules 
steamed in ii Iuk up the (Jhesaiiea 
past the lighthouse at the entrflTee 
of the Severn River and iiji lo the 
old training shiii S>intee, resting 
idly with guns of fifty to sixty 
years' age peering frowningly from 
the portholes. 

When the eleven, led by Hub- 
bard, leached the wharf, they were 
escorted to the gymnasium, then in 
th.i antiquated Fort Severn, where 
they met the eleven midshii>meii, 
who were to go agiiinst I hem. 
The miMiling was very quiet, as 
one team was incapable of express- 
ing pleasure excejit by sign. The 
game came off in the afternoon, 
after the Galliiudets had been en- 
tertained at the cadet barracks at 
lunch b.y the navy. 

A large ciowd of (tallaudet stu- 
dents and their friends arrived ill! 
that inoriiing in Annajiolis, and 
with the colors of the college helped 
to form a circle around a square, 
roped-in enclosure on the jwirade 
ground, running to the Severn sea 
wall and lacing the bay. 

All of the shouting was done liy 
the grcfit crowd of ollicers, cadets, 
St. .John's college students, and 
townspeople. The (lallaudets would 
have liked to noisily uphold their 
own college, but resignedly smiled 
at the demonstiations which they 
could not hear nor frown. 

Hubbard describes the battle 
that ensued in a gra|>liic manner. 

The two teams reached the grid- 
iron together, vaulting ovoi- thi> 
ropes near the ojiposite goals and 
warmiiii; iiji in brisk practice. As 
custoiii at Amaj o!-.'i, thi;

clos" to the sea w ill as I'ley dared, 
while the sailors ^iiuikcd pijies and 
shouted to the nlory of the navy up 
iioiind the yard arms of the train- 
ings ships and men-o'-war. 

Horns shrieked, whistles blew 
and out in the bay the steam fog- 
horn soiindwl with uncann.v cadence 
when till! cadets secured the ball 
and kicked olT. 

Now the two teams were bound 
t.o play fair. The eleven from 
Washington could not hear not 
understand the shouted signals of 
the cadets, nor could the latter 
compii(diend the my.'^terious jiasses 
of fingers anil hand of the mutes. 
The mutes were very silent^ — they 
did nothing but pant and mesmer- 
ize the cadets. Whnt confused 
them was tin; occasional running 
u|) of gaily-<M)lored flags, signals 
used at sea, wliiidi conveyed intel- 
ligence to the sailors how the game 
was piogressing. 

The ball was kicked off to the 
fJallandet's I went.y yard line. Here 
it was carried b.y Ilubbard's team 
twenty-five yards toiward the naval 
academ.vgoal. Then the two elevens 
settled down to work. Every at- 
tack on the cadet's line was un- 
successful. The navy held together 
but began to realize that the (ial- 
laudets would not jirove the walk- 
over fha.t hail been luedicted. f)ne 
of the strongest men on the academy 
team was Hagley. Hubbard writes: 
" If Hagley had not been in the 
play my team would have had a walk 
over. My team outplayed his, but 
his bucking and kicking tiild," 

Aftir the ball had gone to the 
nav.v on downs, Hagle.y, who was 
ftlaying full-back, began to be aji- 
parent. The line with ll.ying 
formations and bucking began to 
make gains. 

The launches and foghorn sent 
out a discordant blast of jo.y that 
echoed over the water. Gallaudet's 
Hynipathi/.ers and team, fearfully 
handica|)ped, were at a loss how to 
rejil.y except b.y making bets on 
slips of jiaper, which were eagerly 
tiiken up. 

The [ligskin, however, fell to 
(irallaudet on a blo(;ked kick. Gal- 
lauiiet, by a series of en<l runs, 
advanced it further into the navy's 



territory. The mutes fought with 
11 spleniiid eouinge. The entire 
strength of the line seemed cori- 
eeiilialed at every vulnerable jnirt 
of till' navy team. Not daring to 
Irust to II kick, they held grimly on 
to the bull iind gradually pushed it 
to the goal. An unexpected run, a 
I hout of disappointment and, as 
ilie first half closed, the score stood 
four to iiolhing in favor of Wa.sh- 
iiigton. The navy could not uKiler- 
slaiid it. 

One launch essayed a feeble 
shriek of delight, but it was prompt- 
ly hushed by the universal frown of 
disapproval. On the battle-seai red 
gridiron th(( (hillainlets chei red 
t lemselves, by renuiving their nose 
• uarils and r.iising their canvas- 
cove red arms three times in siic- 
c •ssion in the air. The sympathizers 
Joined in the celebration b.y waving 
lings. 

TJie second half opened nioi-e 
Itr-iskly. (hillaiidit with the ball 
bore down on the ae.idemy's goal. 
The navy resented the intrusion 
into their territory by playin" a 
tliarj), <iuick line of defense! The 
IK'i-ploxity with which each t< am 
|. (liked on the oilier during the lirst 
half wiis now intensilied. Neither 
niKl(>rstood the other's sigimls, and 
it, v'lis left to the raiiidity of intui- 
tion more tli/tn anything else to 
block the other's movements. It 
wiin [irobably the education of the 
(iallaiiilets which caused them to be 
H) sharp, for every play of the 
academy was successfully stopped. 
II, WHS a striving of niusele iigainst 
muscle, of Iiraiii against brain. It 
was intensely e.\ciling; even the log- 
horn was silent. 

And so the second half dragged 
in. few runs and punts were 
cheeked. Hncking the line and 
" science jilays " were of no avail. 
Once the ball was dangerously close 
to the naval goal, when it was 
.secured on downs and taken back. 

Five minutes before fhe dose of 
the lasl half the pigskin rested in 
(inllaiidet territory for the navy was 
bound to win the game. The mutes 
were bound they shouldn't. For 
three minutes Ihe men wrestled in 
a narrow stretch of ground. And 
then something haiipened. 

Hagley, fullback, eaught the ball 
from the (|uarter back. With a 
quick movement he held it in the 
air and kicked it as straight as an 
arrow over the goal, making the 
score .') to A. Hefore the men could 
return to the field lime was called, 
iinil to a deafening roar of whistles, 
jaektarw, cannon and human voices, 
the ropes were swe[it away and the 
two teams were surrounded. The 
navy cheer'ed for the GallaiidetHand 
the mutes raised their arms three 
timiw and a ti'j;er for the nav.y. 

Worth Hagley was the heroof the 
day. 'J'wo hundred cadets seized 
him, and chrored liy the tliou.'*and« , 
on the ground, he was lifted to thei^ 
shoulders and borne in a trium- 
phant (irocession around theancient 
city and into the academy. Hats 
were dolTed to him, flags were 
waved, whistles were sounded and 
the t'oghorn chuckled so long and 
so loud that tradition says it was 
distinguishable across the bay on 
the eastern shore of Maryland. 

"About 5,000 people witnessed 
the game," Paul Hubbard states. 

" I have been in many games but 
I have never witnessed bo much 
enlhiisiasm. 

"Hagley was a great kicker and 
biicker. Although he was the 
terr-or of vi.siting teams, he was 
easily beloved by them. He was 
one of the most iiDiiily fellows I 
have ever came across. Asa fiill- 
liack he had no equal in the South. 
Had he been in one of the lai-ge 
universities ho would have become 
nationally famous becaii.se of his 
strength in the gaiiu!. II<> was 
about live and a half feiH high and 
seemed made of steel muscles and 
tendons. You could not hurt him. 
He went against Yale and Harvard 
in the notable games played by the 
academ.v against those sup]»osi'dly 
invulnerable elevens, 

" I cannot think of [loor Hagley 
with his stilT arms clasped arournl 
the flagstaff on the Winslow. He 
will ever be a pi-esent and very 
much alive realitj' to me us a toush^- 
headed, sweater-clothed line-biiek- 
er on a cold November da.v at the 
United States Naval Academy."'

.loi'ltNAl,: — Your i>ai)cr reaches me 
lur(> and is enjoyed even more than 
when 1 was in Massachusetts. 

It is now something over a month 
since I loft New England ftn 
Alabama. 

Tho trip down was a very pleasant 
one, the same route taken on a 
former trip, but boingata dilTerent 
season of the year 1 was much 
interested in all I saw. 

The peach and plum trees were 
in full Idooin thi"ough (loorgia at 
that iinit>, and were a most l)cautiful 
sight. 

I liave bought a piece of land in 
the Friiithurst Colony, which I in- 
tend to set out to fruit ^.roes and 
grape vinos. I tbouglit I would 
clear the trees otT myself, but a few 
days' chopping with the axe con- 
vince<l me that my architectural 
training was of no use in that *n-t 
of work an<l tho process of tough- 
ening my hands too ]>ainful, so 1 
have employoil some niggers (as 
they call them here) to help me out. 
This is a very hilly country, as 
much so as Now England, ami the 
scenery is equally as good, while 
tlie water, 1 am inclined to think 
better than the average New Eng- 
land spring water, as it is entirely 
free from lime Perhaps I have on- 
joyed it more on account of the 
ehoppiny;. 

This town was founded as an in- 
dustrial colony, and consequently 
nearly all the people living here 
are from the North, and fmm what 
I have seen of the average native, 
or "Cracker," I would not care Ko 
live in an exclusively cracker com- 
munity. There are no deaf-mutivs 
living here now, but 1 understand 
there are several who own propertj- 
and intend making their homw 
here. 

Tho grapes which aro planted 
here more than anything else, seem 
to grow almost spontaneously, and 
the hillsides covered with thrifty 
vineyards are a most bj'autiful 
.sight. 

I plan within the next three weeks 
to uot my land cleared and the trees 
and vines jiljinteti, I intend to have 
it the (Inesl-lookiiic place in tho 
colony, and am studyingand watch- 
ing what others do all the time. I 
know I shall not plant the tn»e» 
roots up or make any such terrible 
mistake as that, for I am bound to 
succeed. If my I'xperiences, both 
successful and otherwise are worth 
printing,! shall be ulad t-o write 
(X'casionally, and I assure you a 
specimen of my first fruit* will 
tiiid its way to yourdo'sk.

Mi'TKs' JovHNAL: — lam in no 
doubt Mr. Hanson, and other read- 
ers,^re waiting for me to reply in 
this|paper in regard to sign-Ian- 
guafjS'- Though not a subscriber of 
this paper, I was shown two or 
three copies at a residence of a 
deaf-mute couple, which I was 
visiting two Sunday's ago. My 
mind is now full of Spanish and 
American wai, and I will answer 
some jof Mr. Hanson's questions 
His article was well written. 

He said that the first mistake 
which 1 made, was about the deaf 
going to school to learn English. 

Yes ! of coui-so, every body knows 
that they go to school to get 
educated, but they don't go to 
manual alpliabet and oral schools 
to learn si;;ns or other foreign lan- 
guage, but the English. In his 
article, he was thinking about 
the semi-mutes instead of born deaf. 
He iigrees with me that the signs 
do interfere with their intellotMual 
growth. He notices that they as- 
semble together and converse en- 
tindy in signs. 

Manual spelling being hardly 
ever seen except in naming places 
and people. Do they learn new 
words from signs? Most of the 
toachei-s to the deaf, realize that 
the signs are their only language, 
because of their constant use in 
signs, know that the lH)rn deaf can 
hardly equal with the semi-mutes 
in general knowledge. 

The time-honored custom of 
teacdiing tho deaf by signs is good 
enough in their way. So aro many 
other old things, but who would 
want to plod along through muddy 
str«M>ts when you can have as- 
phalt pave, or exchange electric 
lights for tallow candles, or ride 
on the pokey old horse cars when 
you CAU skip along on tho trolley ? 
Modern ideas must come to tW aid 
of the schools 

Mr. Hanson asks why it is that 
the manual alphabet and oral 
schools have not furnished a large 
quota of studen's at Gallaudet 
College. He had l>etter find it out 
from tho oral sch<M>ls. Perhaps 
they will tell you that it is not an 
oral <*ollege. 

Why is it that Helen Keller is 
studying at Radcliffe, and two or 
three students from the Rochester 
.School expect to go to a univei'sity 
instead of the Gallaudet College V 
Is it because they do not attain the 
mental standard requisite to take 
the Callamlet Collegt> course? 
While at school, I was one of all 
the undergraduates who had 
planned to go then>. Only three 



went. I had made up my mind to 
go there^ as soon as I left school, 
but I changed my mind and went 
to work as an ajjpi-entice in the ap- 
holstery department of a lartje 
furnitme factory. Now I am in 
business with my partner, under 
the firm of "Christen <fc Murray, 
Custom Upholstery." 

Mr. Hanson says that the bright- 
est of our deaf arc connected with 
the various scliools as teachers. 
Will he pleased tell me why it is 
now hard for the deaf to secure 
positions as teachers in the deaf 
schools? They want lioaring 
teachers. Oral teaching is of al- 
most nece.«sary to th(> deaf. It will 
enable them to communicate with 
their hearing friends without writ- 
ing. 

In writing articles for the papers, 
the language should be very 
simple, so that most of the deaf 
can undei-stand. It seems queer 
to me that the deaf papers publish 
in English, instead of signs ? I 
advise Mr. Maynard to read my 
fii-st article over carefuly. 

Mr. Boxley ma<le a bold confes- 
sion, that ho sought help in his 
studies from a student from the 
manual al|)habet school, iiustead of 
sign schools. Before I close this 
article, I wish to have all under- 
stand that I do favor using signs 
after leaving schools, for same roa- 
,sons which are given in my first 
article.

The tarixm frequently attains a 
length of seven feet or more, with 
a weight perhaps of more than five 
hundred pounds. Such magnili- 
eent specimens, however, are sel- 
dom taken upon hand tackle, and 
most anglei-s are willinur to regard a 
fish weighing one hundred pounds 
as a very satisfactory <'atch. The 
tarpon is very closely related to the 
herring, and liesides its great size, 
strength and gameness, it is re- 
markable for its enormous scales, 
some of t luwo f rom a fish weighing 
one hun<lred and fifty pounds 
measuring four inches across, (^ver 
the greater part (,f tho body of the 
exposiHl portion of the scales is 
coveroil with an epidermis which 
resembles frosted silver, while the 
Imck of the fi.sh is green and beauti- 
ful iridescent. The lower jaw pro 
jects strongly, a sort of indication 
of the resolute <lisposition of the 
fish. The last rays of the dorsal 
fin are prolonged into an appendage 
of considerable length. 

The tarpon is not, iu Florida at 
least, regarded as good eating, the 
flesh being coar.se and dark; con- 
sequently when after great resist- 
ance a fish has been brought to 
land it la delivered over to the

thousanil. In 1882 the total was 
two thousand one hundre<l and 
iiinely-seveii. 

VV^liat can you do? That is the 
() nest ion now for you. 

I read the motto of your elass : 
"The end crowns the work." 

When is (he end? You have 
only had a touch of the book or the 
paiiitei-'s brush, Yo'ir, young man, 
have only had your hands |»n1 to 
the jilough-handle. The enil is not 
in sijrht. You are simply equipped 
with the power to iro t/j work liefore 
you can go t<i work in the world. 
<^)nly a short time ago, my friend 
Kiene, of my own town, graduated 
here ; and he is now carrying on a 
wholesale rubber Imsiiiess. I was 
•j-oinir to sen<l him a Civil Sei'vice 
blank, to get him into the (iovern- 
iiient service, l»ut he sent me liack 
word that he had a belter thing. I 
know another who has a wife and 
babies, and who is an active worker 
in tli(^ Smithsonian Inst ilnl ion, and 
who is a man in whose presence I 
feel That I ought to Take my hat off 
all the time. 

Now, 1 have look<!d ov<-r the 
great work concerning your liviss. 
We have here an illustration That 
a mind can be turned onf of the 
d<'af anil dumb. Here is a man 
wlio, nearly all his life, has been 
prea<'hing to the deaf and dumb, 
the brother of your Inmored Presi- 
dent ; and anoTlier was mentioned 
this aflernoon by the President ; 
and I find by the census, and from 
other soun-es of information, tliat 
the deaf and dumb liecome farm- 
er-t snceessrullj'. I name ihcm 
first, and — I am not now .wpesiking 
as a fiolifician, but as a statesman 
— they should be placed at the 
head of all the learned professions 
Then, the deaf make splendid 
nii'chanics. They have reached 
the front rank as scientists. In 
literature they have liecome 
honored, and— would you believe 
it? — they have become successful 
lawyers — not liars, bnt lawyers. 
They have been successful in The 
ai-ts. We have an instance liefore 
us, in That sfilendid bust of tin; 
immortal Ahlte, that they can be- 
I'ome great sculptors. They make 
fine journalists, and, ah ! how 
rapidly They can trace tfuHr 
thoughts on paper. And right 
liM-e let nie call your atfenfion to 
one thing that I noticed this after- 
noon. I want t<i expr-ess my grati- 
fication to this splendid class of 
youne men and young women That 
something or oTlier in your mis- 
fortune seems to <do.se your eyes 
and seal your lips to scandal. Not 
a single one of your papers this 
afterncMin, ni/t even that of my 
young friend who went wandering 
with the gfxis of war, that had 
aught of cunning or 
Kvery thought was lofty, 
ing — I us<^ that term as 
man.

Remember how John Milton, 
blind at forfy-four years of age, 
gave this world, through his writ- 
ings, more of heaven and hell than 
moht jreople gather from the books 
of the irMpired writings. He wrote 
ail of " Paradise Lost " after he wa.'i 
blind, and all of " Paradise Re- 
gained," his wonderful work of 
Samson, and thai still more won- 
derful work, his " Defense of the 
Knglish Speaking People." There 
IS a star of hofie above every 
human soul, no matter what his 
iiiiNfortune may be. 

In my examination of The 
numerous books that AssistanT- 
Librarian S[ioffoi'd was kind enougli 
To send over yesterday at my rv- 
quest, I find the name of (4allan<let 
re<;ognized by every autlmrily, the 
father of these wondcifnl men 
(here Pr-esident (rallaudet retired 
Irom his work of inlerpn^liiig in 
confusion an.l Minidsl laughter, and 
Dr. Fay took his place,) the father 
of these two men, who in this coun- 
try blazed the way for the educa- 
tion of the deaf and dumb. In the 
preface of one able writer, I was 
delighted to find these sentences: 
"Ml- was, I lidieve. the fouinler of 
the great institution at Hartl'onI, 
Conn., really the first institution of 
any imporlanc<' in this country for 
the improvement of the <'onditi()n 
of the deaf and ilumb. This wa^ 
founded in August, 18;j(;," that is, 
before you and F were born. " 'I'lie 
kiiidn»'HMjiii(l unwearie<K' — what a 
well-(diosen wor<l, unwearied — 
"the unwearied attention of the 
Rev. Mr, Oallaudot, luis left ufinn 
his pupils an impression which 
time can never efface. " 

iVIy young friends, yon go foi-th 
to the liaTtle of life with the con- 
seiouslle^s that you have graduated 
and received your instruction fivnn 
the first college in the world that 
teacdies the deaf and dumb, and 
that you have had impressed upon 
your brains and in your hearts, 
Teaehings from the great living 
master of the siMcnce, the President 
of t his college. I congratulate you, 
and wish you every success in the 
great battle of life which you are 
just commencing.
